1} amuses me that Mr T. N. Wow 
persists in arguing sway from 
my polnt, I sald that “science 
always presupposes its specula- 
tions can be testified by 
physical evidence.” Did I say 
or suggest that it is “merely 
concerned with ‘individual 
evidence’,” or that it is “not 
concerned with the meanings, 
cte."? Since up to this point 
we follow the same line of 
theorising, where {is the: 
“distinction”, and why ts my 
opinion “not true"? 


Mr, Wow. however, should recog~ 
nise the distinction between 
philosophy and Beience. 
Setence, by its nature, must be 
specific, A science Ike blology, 
for example, does not cover 
the ficid of psychology or 
psychiatry. Good — scientists 
always recognise the Ilmits of 
nefence, and only deal with 
chosen aspects or preas of 
human experience. Why are 
there so many branches of 
selence, and why are scientists 
always specialists? 


When oa sclentific investigation 
becomes fencrallsed and 
comprehensive, it Jeaves the 
territory of sclence and enters 
that of philosophy. Philosophy, 
by its nature, .must be 
comprehensive. There may 
be many philosophies, but the 
object of their Inquiry Is the 
same: the total meaning of 
human exiatence. 


It seems slightly hilarious that 
Mr Wow talks a lot about 
‘what, from tho ‘scientifle point 
of viow, an Ideal is, but ignores 
the all-important questlon: 
what Is Its valuc In human 
Ife? There is no value in all 
this explalning “Hf it does not 
lead to an assessment, ic. an 
arsesnment of its human value. 
Mr Wow merely discusses ts 
scientiNe nature (what it fs), 
which, if unrelated to Its 
human value (why docs It 
concern us),,{s valueless. 


How do we assess its human 
value?. How do we know thin 
‘soolal attitude is of greater 
valuc than that? The ques- 
tlan Is obviously a moral, and 
therefore philosophical onc; a 
human value has be 
evaluated In moral terms and 
a moral evaluation eventually 
Yeads to a test by our baslo 
fcellngs, At this polnt no 
explanation ts porsible, and 
tho only criterion we can use 
Is the common element In 
our human experience, tho 
basls of ‘all: philosophy,

The ‘boy, Diego De Henriquez, 
found many!picees to add to his 
collection on the battlefields of 
World War 1, only a few kilo-~ 
metres from his home town, 

His interest became so keen 
that by the end of World War 
I, he hod set up a museum 
containing some 100,000 objccts, 


! whose estimated valuc today ts 


6,000 million lire (about £3,- 
500,000). ; : 
The collection kept growlng 
rapldly and soon overspilled the 
10,000 square metres on a 
Trieste hill where it was kept. 
A proper display of the ex- 
hibits would have entailed such 


i high maintenance costs that De 


Henriqucez could not afford to 
open his museum to the public. 

Then the Itallan Ministry of 
Education, . which Jooks after 
the country’s publle galleries, 
muscums, and monuments, de- 
elded that the bulky De Hen-« 
riquez collection ‘should be 
moved to Rome and opened to 
the public to convey the mes~ 
sage that their energics and re- 
sources would be better used for 
the peaceful conquest of the 
universe that {or the destruc- 
tlon of their fellow men. 


Decreed 
Ministry also decreed 
that the muscum, called by Its 
founder “The le =Henrlquez 
Historical Institute and War 
Museum,” shofild be re-named 
“The Peace Institute and 
Museum,” 

Removal of the exhibits be- 
gon in 1957, but so far less 
than one tenth of them has 
been transferred fran Trieste 
to the museum . in Reno,

The removal has been pro- 
ceeding slowly owing to lack 
of funds, but the Under Scere- 
tary for Education, Signor Glow 
vannl Elkan, has now said that 
It is to be speeded up so that 
the "Peace Museum” may be 
opened to the public before the 
end of 1961 or carly in 1982. 

Signor ‘De Henriquez, a tall 
well-built man of 53, who 
speaks seven languages fluently, 
talks with great enthuslasn of 
his_ foundation,
